THE SISTERS OF THE SORROWFUL MOTHER 


HE omnia of. the Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother was founded in 1883 
by the Ve merable Mother Mary Frances Streitel, who, with several other young 
ladies, Chose a place near the Vatican in Rome, Italy, in order to dedicate 
their lives to the service of God, to the help of the poor and sick, and to the 
education of the youth. 

The undertaking was a prosperous one. They 
small, befitting building for the start. Its members rapidly increased, so that 
the community spread to different parts of Europe. In 1890 its members be- 

gan a very successful career in America, where they conduct several large Class A hos- 
pitals at Marshfield, Wis., Oshkosh, Wis., and W ichita, Kansas, with which are con- 
nected training schools for nurses. Besides a number of other hospitals in Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, New Mexico, and New Jersey, they have several schools and orphanages in 
various states. 
The work of the commtnity was observed and highly ap preciated by the Ecclesias- 
tical ‘authorities. . The rules received the futal approbation of the’ Holy See on March 
6th, 1911—the same day on which the noble foundress was called to her eternal reward. 

Monsignor George Jacquimen was the first Spiritual Director. The Sisters were 
greatly benefited by his exemplary life and instructions, and bear a grateful remem- 
brance him, who !eft this terrestrial home on April 17th, 1920, to receive the reward 
for all his labors. 

The Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother have their novitiate for America in. Marsh- 
field, Wisconsin. The place. is beautifully located outside the city, and is surrounded 
by meadows and groves of shade trees. 

The community offers its members 
advancement. 

Special care and attention are given to the members outside of the teaching and 
nursing professions, so that they may become proficient. in domestic science. 

The membership of the community numbers about 300 in America alone. 

The Motherhouse in Romeé, Italy, is being reconstructed at present,-and the com- 
munity is planning to have the perpetual adora‘ : eattitiehves there in the near future. 

Applicants are admitted at any time of the year, but it 1s preferred that they enter 
during the summer or Christmas vacation.
